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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art does 
not teach or suggest the claimed invention, the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:7 or a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising this polypeptide. As discussed in the previous Office action, Turner et 
al. (US 6,433,142 B1) disclose several MSF (megakaryocyte stimulating factor, also known as 
lubricin and proteoglycan 4) proteins, of which SEQ ID NO:7 is an engineered variant, 
shortened for easier cloning and expression (see specification pp. 2-6, 18). See SEQ ID 
NOS:2, 62, 40, 52, and 48 of Turner et al. (Results 1, 2, 10, 12 and 14, alignments of instant 
SEQ ID NO:7 with the polypeptides of Turner et al., from a search in the database of sequences 
from issued U.S. patents, searched on December 11, 2007). SEQ ID NO:7 lacks a polypeptide 
portion corresponding to amino acids 418-840 of the sequences of Turner et al. Thus, 
Applicants' SEQ ID NO:7 is not disclosed by the prior art.
